High Heeled ISools. 

The London Lancet, which is a high 
medical and anatomical authority, has 
this to say in rogard to the evil effects of 
wearing high-heeled boots-. — 

Tho evils of the high-heeled boot orshoe 
are due to the fact that it is essentially 
a badly-fitting article. It is made in de- 
fiance of the relation which it ought to 
bear to the anatomy of the foot, and to 
the direction in which the pressure of tho 
body weight falls upon the latter. Henco 
the peculiarly cramped walk of ladies of 
the present day. Any one may observe 
tho consequences of the "advanced posi- 
tion," nearly under tho instep, and the in- 
creased height of heel, in the substitu 
tion of a forward inclination of the body, 
and a trip suggestive in a measure of the 
stumbling gait for the upright carriage 
and the free and graceful swinging move 
ment natural to the leg in walking. The 
boot or shoe, in order that it may not 
shift on the foot, which has lost much of 
its usual purchase of direct downward 
pressuro, must hold it firmly and even 
tightly, and in particular it is necessarily 
constructed so as to hold with undue 
firmness just above the back of the heel. 
With some persons, perhaps, no incon- 
venience results, with others who have 
fino skins dialing is readily produced. 
TIub in itsolf is a trifle, but it may never- 
theless be the slight beginning of graver 
trouble. Probably there is no practitioner 
fairly long acquainted with town practice 
who cannot recall a case or cases in which 
oxtonsive inflammation of the leg with 
abscess formation, has followed even such 
a slight abrasion, and the exciting cause 
when looked for was discovered in the 
patient's shoo. There have bjen instatuoi 
fortunately rare, but still occasional, where 
tho abscesses arising around some neglect- 
ed triflo of this kind have ended fatally. 
Thpso are facts which "cannot be buriod, 
and sjiould not be overlooked.

Talking Across the Ocean. 

In the building in which are the 
main offices of the Postal Telegraph 
Company a number of gentlemen were 
experimenting yesterday with a tele 
phone, with which the inventor says 
he expects to talk across the ocean as 
soon as the Bennet-Mackay cable is 
laid. It is the invention of Webster 
Gillett, of Ypsilanti, Mich., who claims 
to have solved the problem of adding 
battery to lino almost without limit, 
This he does by utilizing a number of 
independent local batteries, induction 
coils and deviating points simultaneous- 

'y- 

If the number of cells of the battery 
could be increused without limit, and 
still not burn the low conducting med- 
ium, Mr. Gillett says it would lie pos- 
sible to speak at almost any distance 
with an ordinary telephone. His sys- 
tem, ho claims, overcomes this obsta- 
cle to the use of many cells. He has 
constructed instruments with two, four, 
ten ami twenty deviating points, and 
lie claims that in t In- instrument with 
twenty points present ml to the dia- 
phragm, the vibration induced by all 
these currents working together is per 
fectly simultaneous. In this way, he 
says, a current of sufficient strength is 
generated on the line of wire to over- 
come very high resistance— as high, he 
believes, as will be foutul on the 
Atlantic cable. The receiving instru- 
ment presents both poles of the mag- 
net to the diaphragm, which acts as a 
keeper, and it is claimed that it is more 
sensitive than other receivers. 

Tho experiments made were in speak- 
ing through the ten point multiple 
telephone over about miles of wire 
beiweeu this city and Washington. It 
was a wire of the Post!:! Telegraph 
Company's system, and close to it was 
a wire on which a .Morse iu.'jtt ument 
was working. The induced current 
was so strong that a telegraph operator 
could not read in the telephone receiver 
the message that was being clicked off. 
There was also some other derangement 
of currents resulting from damage to 
the wires by the gale of Friday. Not- 
withstanding these unfavorable condi- 
tions, conversation between the two 
cities was carried on. When the click- 
ing of the Morse instrument ceased for 
a moment the voice of the telephone 
came out with great distinctness. 

The big twenty-point transmitter 
which is to be tried. on the ocean cable 
is a formidable looking telephone. 
With its strips of metal and its plugs 
for connecting the twenty currents, 
springing from forty cells, with the sys- 
tem of induction cells, its front lockB 
like a switch board in a telegraph 
office. "It is a doublcdecker," said Mr. 
Gillet; "there are two diaphragms. 
Ten of the points acton the inner one, 
and that acts simultaneously on the out- 
er one." — N. V. Sun-

THE POLICE FORCE. 

It is doubtful if the proposition of n 
councillor at tho last municipal meeting to 
reduce the number of the police officers 
was a well-advised one. The intention to 
save the city needless expenditure is 
praiseworthy enough; l>ut it seems to us 
that it would be false economy to exercise 
retrenchment in this direction. The 
motion was not pressed to ft vote, nut 
from the tone taken by tho majority of 
iliti councillors it seemed as if they would 
not have been so surprised if tho motion 
had called for the appointment of extra 
constables, as they were at the sugges- 
tion to decrease tho existing number. 
Coun. McKillican in offering the resolu- 
tion moved that the services of two of tho 
ollicers at present on the force should be 
dispensed with, remarking that he thought 
the city did not require them. With this 
opinion his colleagues seemed to differ, 
and so we think do the majority of the 
citizens. (Sloven is the strength of the 
present force, inclusive of tho superin- 
tendent and sergeant; and this number 
seems an extremely modest one for a city 
of between 8,000 and !),000 inhabitants. 
A councillor on Wednesday night last 
characterized the police as "walking gen- 
tlemen," but their occupation is not of 
such n volatile nature to warrant the as- 
sertion. They maintain pence and or- 
der, and the loss trouble they meet with 
in attaining this desirable end the better 
does it speak for the city . The wages 
paid the men are good, but not extravagant 
by any means; and the life is not altogether 
n bod of roses. A constable goes on duty 
say from 1 a.m. to 8 a.m. During that 
time ho makes nn nrreKt and has to be at 
the police court at 11 in t lie morning to 
prefer the charge. During the greater i>art 
of the day he is on barrack duty : and when he 
does turn in, it is to court slumber in a 
room where policemen and others are con- 
stantly arriving and departing, ivitb a 
consequent amount of noise that is not ex- 
actly calculated to have a soporific effect 
upon the man who has "turned in." In 
addition to this a constable hits often to 
take considerable risk nf sustaining bodily 
injury: bis peculiar vocation necessitates it; 
and taking one thing with another, they 
earn their money, and although paid suffi- 
cient they are not over-paid. It was found 
necessary last winter to have increased pro- 
tection during the night in certain parts of 
the city which hud not hitherto Leon fav- 
ored in this way; and to effect this two 
extra police officers were appointed for a 
month on probation, and being at the end 
of that time approved, were permanently em- 
ployed. Il wus advanced by the mover 
of the resolution that as the nights were 
shortening and winter nearly over, the 
necessity for the further employment of 
these officers wits o vertoo. lint they are also 
required all the year round, and this was 
borne" out by the superintendent, who stated 
to the council that there was plenty for the 
men to do; that their heats were, even ns it 
was, almost too long, and the number of 
constables could not be reduced without 
some of the police duty being neglected. 
This from an experienced officer should 
curry willi it very great weight, especially 
as the superintendent added that ft large 
number of Chinese, and many other per- 
sons, whoso movements required considera- 
ble supervision, were m the town. No; let 
the city lathers be chary of nil unnecessary 
expenditure of the corporation funds; hut 
the present expense of police maintenance 
certainly docs not at present conic under 
this head; and to cut down expenditure in 
this direction would most undoubtedly in- 
directly increase if in many others. 

THE EOWSE CASE. 

With this issue tho last of the evidence 
in tho Uowbo case is given to the 
public, who thus have an opportun- 
ity of sifting the charge, and of deciding 
whether the complaint made through 
these columns by Palmer and others, was 
justilied by the facts or not. The verdict 
of the coroner's jury, as was remarked a 
few days ago, exonerated Mr. Howso of 
the accusation of having caused the death 
of "Hilly." The evidence given is 
very conflicting. The drift of tho white 
testimony is in favor of Howse; that of 
the Indians is strongly against him. The 
white witnesses testify that u fight took 
place between Howao unci the deceased, 
but they did not regard it as serious, and 
did not see Hilly struck when down, 
or kicked at any time during the 
contest. The Indians say that 
Billy was beaten by Hawse with his lists 
and kicked ''once" while down ; that his 
body was "blue and black" utter the fight 
and that ho spat blood until he died. The 
testimony of Dr. Tunstall, who made the 
post mortem, examination, is to the effect 
that the Indian died of lung disease, but 
whether superinduced by the beating or 
not he is unable to determine. The ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury, under the cir- 
cumstances of conflicting and doubtful 
evidence, was, perhaps, tho only one that 
could have boon given; but the fact can- 
not be dollied that the Indian agent fought 
with one of his wards over a debt which 
the agent was endeavoring to collect for 
.•mother party and that the ward was 
grievously injured. The agent, it will ho 
seen, took t lie law into his own bands; a j 
thing he should not have done ; but as tho [ 
case is shortly to come before the crim- 1 
inal courts we shall say no more nt pres- 1 
tint upon ite merits, save this; That the J 



developments st the coroner's inquest 
justify the letter of Palmer and others 
who, in laying the complaint, seems to 
have acted in the interest of the peace of 
the district which was seriously threaten- 
ed by the tribe to which the dead man 
belonged, who wore naturally excited at 
the manner of his taking- off. And if it 
was right to prefer the complaint it was 
mure than right to publish it. An Indian's 
life is us precious in tho eyes of the 
law as a white man's; and the 
newspaper that would refuse to 
open its columns to well-grounded com- 
plaint of ill-tre it men t, merely because the 
victim is an Indian ami the alleged perpe- 
trator ft government official, is either a 
coward or a slave. Having road the evi- 
dence we have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that The Colonist is prepared to 
defend its course in a court of justice. 
Threats of legal proceedings have no terrors 
for a newspaper that feels it has done its 
duty, and we would not willingly recall n 
single word that we have printed on the 
subject. 

Tlie Indians at the Poll*. 

To tub Editor. — Sir John Macdonald's 
harmless experiment in conferring in - 
creased political power on tamo Indians 
will, if carried out, giro infinite satisfac- 
tion to the Exeter Hall philanthropists in 
tho old country. Limited in extent as 
theBo powers may bo they are capable of 
being withdrawn without reason assigned, 
and the mayor of the place, in the form 
of a superintendent-general, retains an 
etl'ective vote on all regulations passed by 
tho colored council. I'uder such restric- 
tions as these the Dominion is safe. Our 
Indian fellow-subjects are hardly likely tu 
become intoxicated with pride at their 
new political status; while Lord Cairns, in 
the intervals of time snatched from 
the conduct of his son's defence, will lift 
Ins eyes to heaven in pious gratitude for 
the enlightened statesmanship of Sir 
John Mucdonald. Others may contend 
that municipal power once attained is 
but a step to tho electorate itself. The In- 
dian vote may make or mar future govern- 
ments. Holding the balance between 
equal and hostile parties the Indian will 
form a home rule platform, and not only 
the hated restrictions on whiskey must be 
withdrawn, but the happy bunting grounds 
of indolence and lust will have to be re- 
stored to the children of the forest. "Pot- 
latches" will bo hold at the Hidoau Hal,] 
and if the Indian votes"solid" and often, 
the abandonment of the Canadian Pacific 
may lead to the restoration of the buffalo 
to those regions from which he bus been 
so rudely ejectod. For ourselves we have 
no such fears. 

For this is but one view of the case. On 
the other hand it may be held with some 
show of reason that freedom to vote for 
the establishment of schools will he valued 
by the untutored Indian precisely in pro- 
portion to the facilities offered him in the 
direction of rye whisky. A franchise 
which binds him over to a temperate and 
godly life is but a barren honor. Civiliz- 
ation is freedom. And what is freedom 
if a man is not free to intlanie himself 
with fire water? So, while Lord Cairns, 
Exeter Hall, Sir John Mucdonald and his 
docile majority will be highly delighted 
at that humane and genial political ex- 
periment, the Indian himself will judge 
of the privilege by its results— in whisky. 
Experiments involving tho transfusion of 
white men's ideas to dark men's skulls 
are rarely successful. Lord Ripon has 
aignully failed to do so in India. Mr. 
Gladstone has signally failed in Egypt. 
And although Sir John Macdonald'a en- 
terprise is free from mischievous elements 
present in tho Calcutta and Cairo prob- 
lems we take the liberty of pointing out 
to the right hon. gentleman the real boat - 
ing of his latest political measure.

The YYiirteinburg Minister of the Interior 
has issued an order instructing the police 
authorities that nobody under sixteen is to 
be allowed to dance in places of public 
amusement, and the only exception to this 
rule is in the case of wedding fetes, and 
then only when the social position of the 
givers of the dance oilers a "moral guaran- 
tee." In Saxony it has been ordered thai 
in future no female singer under twenty-one 
years of age, and no actress or dancer 
"(whether native or foreign) under seven- 
teen, will be allowed to appear in any place 
of amusement. 



THE CZAK'S I>AX<iiKK. 

Hfltw a Bold Nihilist Plot Fttili'd 
of Success-,- A Mysterious 
Case. 

One bright May morning, when the ex- 
citement wab at its height, the watchful 
eye of a policeman citugVt sight of an 
equipage coming up the thoroughfare at a 
trot. It bore armorial devices well known 
in the It ussiuil capital; tho coachman was 
there, who persisted in being wigged in 
defiance of his master's orders, to t he- 
great merriment of St. Petersburg Jehus; 
on each side rode the regular escort of 
six mounted Cossacks, each holding his 
lance at rest, and wearing his ball of for- 
age, slung over his shoulder more in if he 
wore campaigning on the Don than on 
civil service in the streets of the capital. 
General Gourko and his escort— tho 
guardian of the peace, had easily recog- 
nized and hastily saluted his chief, the 
now Prefect of Police — turned into the 
cavalry parade, at the top of the Nevsky 
Prospect, and at once made thoir way to 
Alexander Square,. bp the Neva side of 
which roso the mnssivo and somewhat 
fantastic outlines of the Winter Palace. 
The equipage having drawn up at the side 
entrance of the building, the General 
alighted and rang. On the doorkeeper 
presenting himself — an oflicer of , the 
Emperor's private guard — the Prefect 
briefly stated the object of his 
visit. He desired an immediate 
conference with the Czar. The 
hotir| was early, true, day having only 
inst dawned. At the same time business 
brooked no delay — it concerned the safety 
of the emperor himself. The janitor was 
at. first inexorable, expostulating that his 
imperial master had been already an hour 
in bed. Yet at last he yielded; up tho 
broad staircase they went together. They 
trod on gorgeous carpets, brushed past 
the wealth of the Winter Palace in mala- 
chite and lapsis lazuli, only pausing in 
their ascent when they reached a landing 
giving access to one of tho capacious sa- 
loons. At this point. General Gourko was 
instructed to wait. At this point, too, 
the czar's oflicer seo ins to have repented 
of his decision. The narrative represents 
him as closely scrutinizing the perfect of 
polico and of subsequent ly proceeding in 
the direction of tho emperor's sleeping 
apartments in no great haste to arouse 
aoyalty from its first slumber. Tho man 
did not arouse the Czar at all. What he 
diil was to descend to the guard room 
and dispatch a messenger. The mail left 
tlie palace on the Neva side. He there 
took ii droshky and drove past tho side 
entrance into the Xevsky. During his 
absence the Czar calmly slept on; (inn 
oral Gourko impatiently paced the saloon, 
and the military guardian of tho imperial 
bedchamber went about giving some or 
dors to I he palace guards. 

In a quarter of all hour the messenger 
returned, lie had boon seal to Gen. 
Gourko's resilience, in the Nevaky Pros- 
pect, and he brought back the informa- 
tion that the Prefect of Police was at that 
moment in bed. Tlie early visitor was 
thus an iniposter. He was something 
more; for from his pockets, after he had 
been seized and pinioned , they drew forth 
a six-barreled revolver, and a two edged 
hunting knife. The Czar's life had boon 
saved, yet it had hung for a few moments 
in the balance. The mudo-up Gourko— 
the Prefect of Police; imitated down to 
the minutest details of hair, complexion 
and wig — might have deceived even the 
Emperor himself. Not a whit less per- 
fect was the art which had reproduced the 
Gourko coach and escort, duly tho sham 
Prefect was secured and not his confeder- 
ates. Simultaneously with his arrest 
guards had rushed from the Palace to 
seize the latter, lint the equipage had 
gone, the Cossacks were gone, the coach- 
man was gone. A policeman afterwards 
told how he had seen the cavalcade pass 
over one of the Neva bridges and disap- 
pear in a thoroughfare of Basil Island. 
Till' carriage was never found, and, fur all 
that could he ascertained concerning them 
or their steeds, the six Cossacks may bu 
mounted and riding, lance in rest, to this 
day. As for t lie chief actor in the plot, 
the conspirator, who only failed in his 
impersonation of (ion. Gourko, because of 
his inability to be in I wn places at one and 
the same time, ins personality has never 
been disclosed. He is the one mystery 
which the Nihilists themselves have never 
been able to penetrate. His secret re- 
mains willi him, ami lie keeps it in the 
present moment, for he is still a prisoner 
in tho island fortress of Peter ami Paul.

The 
parties were all in a saloon on Main street 
drinking, when the Marshal arrived and 
informed Gartntcliul Lhai In- was under 
arrest; the latter refused to give himself 
up, whereupon the Marshal drew his 
Winchester rifle, but before lie could use 
it, it is said half a dozen or more pistols 
were levelled at his head, anil a threat, 
made that his Hie would pay the forfeit if 
he tired. .Seeing thai all odds wen; against 
him, he dropped his ride, and thus the 
mob was left in full possession of the lield. 
This is something that is seldom heard of 
in our usually peaceful community and 
it will he necessary to make an example 

of tins case.- Courier.

To Mr. Tibbey — I swear positively I 
I only signed a voucher for school house and 
a letter to paper; Mr. Tibbey road them 
to mo after they were signed; I know 
j nothing about the charges against Howse 
band Clapportun, nor signed my name as 
I knowing them to be true; 1 know nothing 
j about tho Indian going to Charters cover- 
ed with blood; William Palmer told mo 
about tho white men interfering to save 
the Indian from being beaten and kicked 
by Howse. 

Marcesse Montigny, sworn, stated that 
i was a laboring man iu Nicola Valley and 
I saw Billy six days after he was beaten;

that Howse kicked him and he could do 
nothing since; lie kept, on spilling blood 
till he died; he said the blows received 
from Howse were causing bis death; wit- 
ness lifted up hia shirt and his "body 
was blue and black;" he said that Howse 
kicked him; he left for Okanagan on 
horse back and returned in twenty days, 
and spit about a, qmirl of blood a week. 
The remainder of the evidence, w hich was 
very lengthy, gave further particulars 
concerning the illness of deceased, his 
journeyings, his family and Ilia business. 

Alexander, an Indian, sworn -(Exam- 
ined by Mr. Harrison): The witness said 
that the Indian Billy did not toll him 
anything; witness was chief of tho Doug- 
las hike Indians; Olapperton told his 
father when he was unable to go over 
himself to get witness to act as judge; 
witness did not ask Howse to appoint him 
chief; Billy Harper lived at Douglas lake; 
he was perhaps 2G; witness saw Billy at 
a potlatch last fall; before he died he saw 
him frequently, particularly on one Sun- 
day a week before lio died; Johnny Har- 
per told witness about Billy being beaton; 
Johnny caught hold of Howse on the re- 
servation and said ho bud beaten his 
brother and he was going to die; 
there was a potlatch. There was plenty 
of whiskey there; Howse had gone up to 
inquire into il and stop the liipior. Wit- 
ness told Johnny to leave go of Howse 
and not fight with him. The Indians 
were squabbling around Howse, and wit- 
ness could not hear all that was said. He 
might have said Billy was a long time 
sick; lie talked at liowse'a house to him 
and the priest ; hud dinner there; Howse 
gave, htm some medicine fur Billy; the 
first time be heard Billy was nick was 
from Johnny at the potlatch. 

To Mr. Tibboy.— Howse acknowledged 
in the presence of myself and tho priest 
to beating Billy. He told the priest he 
slapped Billy on tho mouth. My opinion 
still is ho killed him; 1 laid the charge 
before Mr. Lauder on my own responsi- 
bility; I did not speak to the witnesses 
around the store, nor see Palmer do so. 
Palmer and I wont into a small room; 
Jeramie Moosehill was present; they 
asked my opinion about the caso; Lander 
gave mo the paper; 1 never took one to 
him. (, Information produced).

CANADA. 

ToitosTu, March 21. —The alleged attempt 
to bribe government officers has been made 
the subject of an inquiry by il committee in 
parliament. Mr. Carscndin, M. P., stud 
some time in January last, Meek came lo 
ask him for a private interview: he assented, 
never dreaming of its object, -Meek asked 
witness to give his support to a. resolution 
to defeat the Mowat government, and re- 
place it by a coalition of parties. He as-

After 
what had occurred with Meek witness un- 
derstood the situation at once and inti- 
mated his knowledge of facts to Bunting, 
and thereupon words passed between 
them more forcible than polite.

Khartoum. 



Khartoum is tho ghiof city, as woll as 
tho capital, of the Soudan country claimed 
by Egypt. It is locatod on tho peninsula 
formed by Iho junction of tho Bluo and 
the White Nile. The dock-yards and 
principal landings are on the Bluo Nile. 
Tho water iu the rivor is about 1400 feet 
above the level of the soa. 

There is an extensive quay on tho banks 
of the river where the principal commerce 
of a country as large as all India naturally 
centres. The provinces of the Soudan 
are not commercial to any groat, extent, 
but those great rivers bring to this point 
a great number of ships, and you soe along 
the margin of the beautiful river long 
lines of vessels and masts which give life 
and tho appearanco of civilization. Tho 
principal productions are ivory, hides, 
senna, gum arabic and beeswax. It will 
bo seen that all these productions tire 
natural, and not the result of industry or 
cultivation. Tho inhabitants of that 
country are notoriously iud }lent,and some 
one has said that bees are tho only indus- 
trious creatures in the whole country. 

A great portion of the city lies below, 
so that, at, high water it is Hooded, which 
renders it unhealthy, but. it is believed 
that some day a remedy for that, evil will 
bo provided. The gardens around the 
city are extensive and contain long rows 
of date palms, many of which are half a 
century old and have become very valu 
able. The view of the city from the op- 
posite side of the river is very fine. Tho 
grove of palm trees shading the build- 
ings, and their dark green foliago contrast- 
ing with tho bright colors of tho Humor- 
ous buildings, makes a view that is capti- 
vating to heboid; but a nearer view of the 
city destroys the romance, for it is dirty 
and vile. This is not one of tho ancient 
cities of the groat valleys. It was found- 
ed by Mohammed Ali iu 1S2I1, and the 
slave trade gathered hore, aud the city 
increased in population rapidly, and in 
185!) had 40,000 people. 

The inhabitants are a strange mixture 
of all colors, consisting of Egyptians, 
Berbers, Arabs. Turks, Jews, Europeans 
and blacks. Tho principal part of the 
town consists of mud built huts and quite 
recently a largo number of modern build- 



ings have been erected, which look sub- 
stantial and imposing,, especially .the new 
palace of the governor, which is of fine 
faced stone. 

Tho city is the centre of the caravan 
trade from the interior of Africa, which 
is a reliable trade and a great source of 
wealth to the city, but the slave trade has 
been a source of great profit, and many 
thousands of poor slaves have been 
brought to this market, and from here 
sent to all the slave markets of tho world. 
The city i3 1,500 miles from Cairo, and 
the voyage down the river is long and 
tedious.

Farm and Garden Notes. 

Colour of Clover Seeds. — Differ- 
ences in the colour of clover seeds are 
often thought to indicate different de- 
grees of germinating power. Dark col 
oured seeds are com monly thought to 
germinate best. Prof. Beal lias experi- 
mented upon this subject. In 1877 
about 93 per cent, of dark-coloured 
seeds grew, and S3 per cent, of light 
coloured ones. In 1881 the results were 
quite reversed. The tests seem to prove 
that there is little, if any, constant 
difference in the germinating power of 
various coloured seeds. 

The Teats of Cows.— -In a cow 
which for ten or more months in a year 
is to be milked twice a day the teats 
are great importance. If too small, or if 
for any cause the cow "milks hard," it 
will be very difficult to get the work 
done faithfully, especially if it is left 
to hired help. Generally the cow that 
has very small teats will not be 
thoroughly stripped, and will therefore 
dry several weeks before she should, 
making an unnecessary expense in feed- 
ing without profit. 

The White Chub. — This enemy of 
the farmer is becoming more common 
and more destructive every year. One 
reason probably is that the birds which 
eat them have been thinned off, thus 
destroying the balance which nature 
seeks to maintain. The common crow 
preys on these grubs, and also does the 
skunk, but whether the latter is worth 
preserving for this service is very 
doubtful. It is a good plan to destroy 
all tho beetles that ar« possible of the 
varieties that lay the eggs which hatch 
into grubs. Of these the May bug is the 
most numerous, which may be killed in 
large numbers by building fires out- 
doors in the season when they are fly 
ing. Keeping land plowed with infre 
quent seeding will prevent tho increase 
of grubs, but this plan requires so great 
a supply of manure that it is not practi- 
cable for most farmers. 

Eahly Chickens. — If the henhouse 
is double-walled, as it should be, and 
the fowls aro laying eggs freely, it will 
be time to prepare for early hatches of 
chickens. The first eggs of the season 
have usually more vitality than those 
laid later, and if not chilled a larger 
proportion of them will hatch. But the 
same precautions in keeping the eggs 
where they can absorb moisture are 
needed as in summer. Usually in early 
springtime hens are set on nests perch- 
ed several feet from the ground, and 
containing nothing but dry straw. In 
such places the best eggs are more apt 
to addle than to hatch. 

Oats as a Stimulant. — Some time 
ago 'there was rather an extreme ad- 
vocacy of oats for horses, because chem- 
ists had discovered nervine in the oat, 
which was a strong nerve stimulant, 
and to this they attributed its good ef- 
fect on horses. Farmers had long before 
discovered the same thing, only they 
hadn't given it a name. It is suggested 
now that this avenine in the oat is 
equally stimulating to milk secretion 
in cows. Well, we know that oats are 
good feed anyway. They are especially 
rich in muscle and flesh-forming materi- 
al, and are, therefore, undoubtedly good 
for favouring milk production. 



Berber. 

Berber is mentioned as the place on 
which the British troops had been or- 
dered to advance. It is situated on a 
bend of the Nile some 200 miles west 
of Tokar in a direct line. 

On the course of the river above Abu 
Ahmed the most important station is 
the town of Berber, on the right bank, 
twenty miles above which is the con- 
fluence of the Athbara, the most north- 
erly of the tributary rivers from Abys- 
sinia. From this point northward for 
1,500 miles, not a rivulet swells the 
stream. During that long course it is 
exposed to the evaporation of the burn- 
ing sun, drawn off into a thousand 
canals, absorbed by porous banks and 
thirsty sands, drunk of by every living 
thing, yet the Nile pours into the sea a 
larger apparent volume than it displays 
between the cataracts a thousand miles 
away. Berber, although decidedly un- 
attractive as viewed from the river, 
presents a very pretty front when ap- 
proached by land. Its bright gardens 
and foliage peeping out from among 
the mud huts and white houses of its 
richer inhabitants give it a welcome 
look of contrast in the surrounding 
sterility. After passing the town the 
river scenery grows flat and uninterest- 
ing, and its breadth much broken and 
interspersed with sand banks and mud 
flats. On many of these islets may be 
seen swarms of aquatic birds dressed 
in their bright eastern plumage, which, 
at the "nugga's" too near approach, 
break up their meditative parliament 
with a babel of noise and wings. Cro- 
codiles and hippopotami, too, which 
have hitherto become more or less rare, 
become quite common. For more than 
a hundred miles this low-lying scenery 
continues, until our "nugga" moors by 
the bank of Shendy, through which 
pass all the caravans of Sennaar, Dar- 
four and Kordofan on their road to 
Souakin and the Bed Sea. 



Liberty of the Press in Ger- 
many. — As an illustration of the way 
in which the Germans interpret liberty 
of the press in their Polish provinces, 
the following statistics are taken from 
a German paper. The editor of the Kurr 
Pozen has spent five months of the past 
year in prison, and has six months more 
in prospect. The editor of the JDzien 
Pozen has been condemned to eleven 
and one-third months' imprisonment; 
the editor of the Welkojyolauin is im- 
prisoned for fifteen months; the editor 
of the Przeglud Koscieluy for three 
months; the editor of the Otmiec Wielk- 
opohki for two years, and the author 
of the "Polish Songs" for four months. 
This gives a total of imprisonments for 
five years and eight and a half months 
in one year. There are at present only 
two political papers in Pozen the edi- 
tors of which are not in prison, i 



Draughts. 

Checkers were introduced into Europe 
from Egypt about tho beginning of the 
ICth century; and from the monumental 
inscriptions it apperirs that the game was 
familiar to the Egyptians as early as 
2000 B.C. Its antiquity is furthor attest- 
ed by Homer in tho Odyssey, .vhere refer- 
ence is made to games in the palace of 
Ulysses in Ithaca, and by| Plato, who, in 
his dialogues, makes froquent mention of 
it by way of illustration. The oldest 
known work on draughts was published at 
Valencia, Spain, in 1547, by Antonio 
Torquomada. and since that dato hun- 
dreds of works havo appeared. As to 
distinguished playors, there wero Cicero 
and many Roman emporors, Fioderick 
the Great of Prussia, Pierre Mallet, en- 
gineer ordinary to Louis XIV , Edgar 
Allan Poe, J. P. Dodd, LL. D., General 
Grant, who ascribes much of his military 
success to this sort of training, and whoso 
ability to clean out tho boys at West Point 
is ,woll rememberod; Garibaldi, the 
saviour of Italy; John Patterson, tho 
groat mathematician; President Lincoln, 
and a host of doctors, instructors and 
members of tho learned professions. — 
Cincinnati News.
